A CALAMITY. 

The extraordinary cold of the last 
few days has some higher signifi- 
cance than a mere atmospheric phe- 
nomenon to amuse the weather gos- 
sip. It carries with it food for 
thought for the politico-economist, 
for it has affected most fatally a ma- 
terial source of internal prosperity. 
The dried fruit of North Carolina 
has a reputation the highest in the 
country, and the trade has grown 
to large proportions. The shipments | 
from the State in a favorable year 
reach nearly 3,000,000 pounds, of a 
value of not less than three hun- 
dred thousand dollars. The pro- 
duction of this has given en- 
ployment and brought comfort to 
thousands of families of the State. 

The cold has blasted all hopes 
founded upon this source for the 
coming year. The whole fruit crop 
must have been everywhere totally 
destroyed. Not only this, but the 
large investments made by orchard- 
ists for the supply of fresh fruits is 
made profitless for this year. We 
suppose on the Raleigh and Gaston 
Railroad alone, the peach crop is 
worth, as fresh fruit, over one hun- 
dred thousand dollars. 

In fruit alone, the loss by the 


alsoincludes the destruction of all the 
interests embarked in distillation. 
The loss to truckers in the east- 
ern part of the State is large, but 
that can be repaired. We suppose 
farming interests have not suffered 
materially, the continued wet wea-

The Presbyterian Church in this 
and other countries uumbers about 
8,500,000 sonls. They are divided 
up into a number of bodies. One of 
them is the Presbyterian Church of 
the North. This Church numbers 
about 480,000 communicants, with a 
constituency of several mil'ions, 
Sinee the days of the Reformation 
this Church has recognized in its 
oonstitution and the doctrine of the 
life tenure of the ruling or lay elder, 
as it does the life tenure of the teach- 
ing elder or preaher, In the last few 
years a new doctrine bas been pro- 
mul gated in favor of ‘‘term tenure’, 
of the ruling or lay elder.

DESTRUCTIVE FIRE IN 


THE 
CHARLOTTE!

we gave Sunday a bricf aecount of 
‘no destructive fire in Charlotte on 
Vy day eventing last, but we copy the 
following full particulars from the 
oiserver Of Saturday morning: 

three o’clock yesterday after- 
poon the fire alarm was sounded, 
and in few moments it was an- 
~ounced that some cotton on the 
at the depot of the Charlotte 
Columbia and Augusia and the 
aud Dauvilie railroads 
wason fire. 

ORIGIN. OF THE FIRE. 

origin of the fire is at this 
writing (seven o’elock P.M.) un- 
known. Theengincer of the com- 
yess engine Was Che man to dis- 
cover the fire, some two hundred feet 
to the east of Lhe compressing house. 
say that tae tire from 
sparks from this engine ; others say 
inat it Was ignited by a spark from 
qiengine on the Atiantie, Tennessee 
and Ohio railread track, while others 
a-sert most positively that the fire, 
opivinating where it did, could not 
have caught from either source, and 
conjecture that it first caught from a 
mateh, or some tobacco pipe. Ail 
that isnow Known positively is that 
we have had the most fearful and 
destructive fire which has ever taken 
piace in this city. - 

Charlotte never does anything by 
halves. Whatever she undertakes 
sie does in earnest. She concluded 
to have a fire. She remembered 
Chieago and Boston, and while she 
could not, probably, eclipse those 
conflagrations, she thought it would 
be well, probably, to have such a 
fire as would bea lesson to property 
owners, and comme as tiear as possible 
to redeeming her reputation asa 
first-class city. 

In ten minutes after the alarm of 
fre had been given there was prob- 
ably not less than a Cliousind people 
on the spot, but the three thousand 
bales of cotton which were ou

burned like so much tinder. Every 
eftortto put it our at first was a fail- 
ure, for the wind was blowing al- 
wnost a perfect hurricane. In fact, it 
is hardily possible that a fire could 
have occurred at a more unfavorabie 
time. The current of the wind from 
wherethefire originated carried it 
directly in the direction of the North 
Carolina depot, or rather, the offices 
ofthatcompany,and the large and 
spacious Warehouse and depot of the 
Charlotte, Columbia and Augusta 
railroad, and in thirty minutes aiter 
the fire alarm had been given, both 
of these buildings were on fire. 
Most ef the books and papers were 
gotten out, but the transfer of the fire 
from the burning cotton to the depot 
was so rapid that very litile time 
was given for the ‘removal of any 
freight, and the forked tongues of the 
flames soon licked up fifty thousand 
dollars worth of valuable freight, in- 


About 


ciuding the value of the buildings. , 


Aboutthis time the large wooden 
building belonging to W. J. Black, 
and formerly the Exchange Hotel, 
was in imminent danger, but by al- 
mostsuperbuman efforts it Was sav- 
ed, after catching on fire severai 
times. About the time the depot 
caught fire the steam fire engine, 
“The Hornet,” got to the scene of 
the conflagration, and in a short 
time had tne fire somewhat under 
contro); that is, it kept it from spread- 
in the direction of the main busi- 
ness portion of the town. The 
large 
COTTON PLATFORM 

recently erected by the Carolina Cen- 
ir .l railroad was at this time in most 
imminent danger, and, communica- 
ting, as it did, with the foundry 
buildiugs of Captain John Wilkes, 
and leadng in the direction of the 
wooden buildings which are situated 
just west of the foundry, everybody 
felt that extra efforts must be made 
to save these buildings. Many bus- 
iness men, who had gone to the de- 
potas a matter of curiosity, Were seen 
<o turn involuntarily towards their 
places of business, In order to save 
their books, ete., when the wind 
veered for a few moments direct- 
ly towards the Exchange, but the

guards, and remained on duty dur-

on 7th street, and it was burned to 
the ground.
